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EDITORIAL 



We Cast Our Vote For A 
Liberal Republican Congressman 

Informal conferences are being held among Republican sec- 
tional leaders on the qualifications of those who aspire to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Congressman J. William 
Ditter of Montgomery County. It is to these sectional leaders 
and party supervisors that the rank and file of committee people 
will look next Thursday when they meet in Norristown to nom- 
inate a candidate. Also, whoever is elected at the special elec- 
tion the Governor has called for January 18, has a good chance 
of being re-elected next Fall and continuing in office for some 
time afterward. Congressmen, on the argument that their in- 
fluence grows the longer they remain in office, have a way of 
repeating indefinitely. 

So, this may turn out to be a very important election for 
the citizens of Montgomery County. Not important, perhaps, 
from the viewpoint of choosing between a Sam Jones or a Bill 
Smith but important as to the type of representative we send 
to Washington to speak for us during the most momentous 
period of the Nation's history. Let us ask our sectional leaders, 
whose voices are heard by county leaders, to keep this in mind.

We don't know what chance we have of prevailing against 
the powerful financial and political forces threshing about, but 
we are casting our editorial vote now for the selection of a liberal 
Republican. 

What we are proposing is not an editorial whim, but some- 
thing anyone can find out for himself by talking to 100 or more 
average-American, man-in-the-street people who livji. in the 
County. What we are proposing anyone can sense in thjb temper 
of letters from our soldiers overseas. It can be felt in the shift- 
ing , winds of wartime; in the restless seeking of all of us for a 
better world; in the desperate need of the kind of a National 
government that will make all this suffering and death impos- 
sible for another generation. 

Through our Congressman, Montgomery County can have 
a share in shaping this new world. That is, if he is the type 
of a Congressman who believes profoundly that a better world 
is'in the making and that no old world substitutes will do.

What do we mean by liberalism? Nothing very startling. 
It is more an attitude of mind — an attitude that doesn't want to 
go back to outmoded remedies; an attitude of mind that believes 
in growth. To us it is the Congressional type of mind that re- 
vises to confuse and confound the people it represents with 
decadent platitudes. It is a Congressional mind that votes on 
issues and does not shape issues to party politics . . . especially 
when those issues concern the blood of our youth and the bread 
of our existence. 

What do we mean by liberal Republican representation? Let 
ns look to our government at home. For nearly a decade now 
the County has prospered under a liberal Republican adminis- 
tration. It has been trying new ideas, going places and doing 
things. It has been extending its services and, at the same time, 
balancing its budget. This is liberalism at home and there is no 
reason under God's good heaven why Montgomery County's rep- 
resentation in Washington shouldn't reflect this same political 
philosophy.

The task of achieving this type of representation may mean 
that our leadership will have to stand up on its hind legs and 
say "no'' to some rather powerful people. It may mean that 
they will place themselves in jeopardy to all kinds of wire pull- 
ing and political as well as financial threats. 

For our leadership to exercise this courage means that we 
will be able to send to Washington a man determined--to honestly 
represent all the people and a man who is determined not to be 
the mouthpiece for any special interests or outside political 
schemers. 

Such a straight-thinking man will look each issue clearly 
in the eye and ask himself: 

"Are all the facts in? Will this be a lasting good for the 
greatest number of people?" 

It is a simple formula, but its application is cluttered with 
diversions and temptations. 

Only a Congressman of great convictions and courage will 
make it work. 

Let's send this kind of a man to Washington.

SAVE MANPOWER 
WRAP CHRISTMAS 
PARCELS CAREFULLY 



Manpower, handling, time and 
wrapping materials can be saved 
by carefully wrapping Christmas 
packages, suburban postmasters 
advised this week. 

They made three suggestions: 

1. Placing sender's return 
card (name and address) in the 
upper left corner of the parcel, 
preceded by the word "From". 

2. Legible and correct address- 
ing, complete name and address 
of the addressee to be shown on 
each parcel, preferably in the 
lower right portion. (Parcels 
addressed to Army personnel 
when properly acceptable for 
transmission . as insured mail 
should also show the rank, Army 
serial number, branch of service 
or organization.) 

3. Christmas packages should 
be carefully packed in strong 
durable containers or wrapped 
most securely in several thick- 
nesses of strong paper, and tied 
with heavy twine or cord. Ar- 
ticles easily broken should be 
securely packed in containers of 
sufficient strength, with ample 
cushioning material used to pre- 
vent damage by shock and pres-

Highlighting contributions from 
the area was a gift of $50,000 
from the Autocar Company, Ard- 
more, which doubles the sum 
given by that concern in the 1943 
drive. 

The Overbrook district led the 
six communities in the Division, 
reporting 54.9 per cent of its 
$24,000 quota raised. Wynnewood . 
reported 24.4 per cent on a quota 
of $18,500. Merion listed 14.2 per 
cent of its $17,406 quota. 

A re-distribution of the Ard- 
more quota was made in view of 
the Autocar contribution with : 
that company and its employees 
being charged with a $30,000 
quota and reporting 151.2 per 
cent. Other businesses in the 
community were assigned a quota 
of $5,350 of which 9.2 per cent has 
been raised.

GASOLINE— In 17 East Coast States A-8 coupons are good 
through February 8. In states outside the East coast area A-9 
coupons are good through January 21. 

FUEL OIL— Period 1 coupons are good through January 3. 
Period 2 coupons became good November 30. 

' SUGAR — Stamp No. 29 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds thorugh 
January 15, 1944. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 in Book One, good for 1 -pair. Stamp No. 
1 on the "airplane" sheet in Book Three, good for 1 pair. 

MEATS, FATS — Brown stamps G, H, J and K good through De- 
cember 4. Brown stamps L and M, good through January 1, 1944. 
Brown stamp N becomes good December 5 and remains good through 
January 1, iy44. 

PROCESSED FOODS— Green stamps A, B and C in Book Four 
good through December 20. Green stamps D, E and F in Book Four 
become good December 1 and remain good through January 20. 

CIVILIANS TO GET CANNED FOODS 

Increased supplies of canned pineapple, canned grapefruit juice, 
asparagus, corn, pumpkin, spinach, tomatoes, beans, and figs will 
reach retail markets within a few weeks, the War Food Administra- 
tion said recently. They are supplies owned and held by canners, 
but set aside for government purchase, which have been released to 
civilians. 

BROWN POINTS FOR WASTE FATS 

For every pound of fat a housewife turn in. to her meat dealer nr 
other .fat salvager, she will receive two brown points, beginning De- 
cember 13. "But most important,'' Herbert M. Faust, director of 
WPB's salvage division said, "within a month the fat will be trans- 
formed into war materials and on the way to the fighting fronts." 
He reminded housewives to save the grease from turkeys, geese, ducks, 
and chickens, for the manufacture of war products. 

WOOL RESTRICTIONS LIFTED 

With only two exceptions WPB has lifted all restrictions on use 
of raw wool. Finer grades of alpaca may not be used except for 
military purposes, and only carpet wool and mohair may be used for 
floor coverings. 

FUEL OIL RATIONS SAME 

Rations of fuel oil throughout the 33-state rationed area remain 
unchanged at 10 gallons per unit for Period 2, which began November 
30, Chester Bowles, OPA administrator, said recently. Period 3 
coupons, which also jvent into effect November 30 in the Midwestern 
and Southern states under fuel oil rationing, have the same unit 
value — 10 gallons. This applies to Class 4 coupons, used mostly by 
small householders. Class 5 coupons, used by larger consumers, are 
good for 50 gallons each. Class 1 and 2 "change making" coupons 
for fuel oil, part of last year's ration, are invalid for all purposes be- 
ginning December 1. 

SERVICE BUTTONS BEING DISTRIBUTED 

Plastic gold-coated lapel buttons for wear on civilian clothing, to 
signify honorable military service on and after the declaration of a 
period of national emergency, September 9, 1939, are being distributed 
to issuing agencies through the country, the War Department has re- 
ported. The insignia on the button is an eagle within a circle, the 
wings extending beyond the circle's edge. Persons whose Army service 
has been terminated under honorable conditions will be permitted to 
wear the insignia. 

CAN HOLD SHOES 30 DAYS 

Without ration payment dealers may not hold shoes bought on 
a will-call or lay-away plan, or by special order, longer than 30 days 
after they become available for delivery, OPA has announced. 

REQUESTS FOR PENICILLIN 

The War Department never has controlled penicillin nor re- 
ceived the entire output. Surgeon General Norman T. Kirk of the 
Army Medical Department explained recently. A civilian request for 
penicillin, the new drug which prevents growth of infection bacteria, 
should be made through the civilian's doctor. The doctor should 
communicate by telegram, telephone, or personal letter with Dr. 
Chester S. Keefer, Evans Memorial Hospital, Boston, giving complete 
details of the case. 

COLLEGE ENROLLMENTS DROP '~ *" ' 

Enrollments in colleges and other institutions of higher educa- 
tion this year are more than one-quarter below the 1940 peak, accord- 
ing to a preliminary survey by the U. S. Office of Education of the 
Federal Security Agency. This year's total of about 1,110,500 per- 
sons is eight per cent below last year's figures. Of those enrolled 
this year almost one-quarter have been assigned by the armed forces 
for specialized training. 

INCREASE COAL PRICES 

Anthracite coal ceiling prices have been raised by OPA an aver- 
age of 62 cents a net ton at the mine. Increases range from 35 to 
'70 cents a ton .depending on the size of the coal. On June 1, 1944, 
the new ceilings at the mine will be reduced by an average of 28 
cents a ton, leaving net increases of about 34 cents a ton. The exact 
amount of these increases can be passed on to the consumer. Pur- 
pose of the approximately six months of higher ceilings is to com- 
pensate mine owners for the retroactive feature of recent wage in- 
creas»s. 

SAVE FIBRE BOARD CARTONS 

Shoppers can help reduce the load on the under-manned pulp 
and paper supply business by using and re-using fiber board cartons 
lor taking food home from the market, says the War Food Adminis- 
tration. This is but one of the trifles which amount to imposing 
totals when saving ways are adopted by millions of families. 

TO REGISTER NATION'S NURSES 

Every graduate nurse through the nation is asked by the War 
Manpower Commission to register at a local hospital or health center 
during National Nurses Mobilization Week, beginning February 7. 
The appeal is being made to graduate nurses of all ages, no matter 
where they live or how long they have been away from active prac- 
tice. As war fronts expand, more and more nurses will be demanded 
by the armed forces, and they must be replaced by nurses now in- 
active. 

SAVE JARS FOR 1944 CANNING 

Home canners are urged to save all glass jars and tops suitable 
for re-use. They will be needed to round out new supplies next Sum- 
mer, the Department of Agriculture says. Many commercial jars— 
those containing coffee, pickles, peanut butter and mayonnaise— are 
now standardized as to size and type of opening, so that a jar and 
its metal screw cap may be used for home canning by buying only 
a metal sealing disk with flowed-on rubber compound.

Merion Flier Tells 
Of Trip To Moscow 
With Cordell Hull 



A 23-year-old Merion boy help- 
ed to make history a few weeks 
ago. 

He is Lieutenant Malcolm J. 
Rowe, son of Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
A. Rowe, of 514 Lafayette Rd., 
Merion Park, who served as a co- 
pilot on Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull's flight to Moscow, 

In a long letter received by his 
parents last week, Lieutenant 
Rowe described the 26,000-mile 
trip and his 17-day visit in the 
Russian capital. 

"Mr. Hull enjoyed his first hop 
and each leg of the trip there- 
after," he wrote. "He was an ideal 
passenger — patient, never com- 
plaining, calm. 

"He rested often, using one of 
three comfortablt berths in the 
cabin and much of his time he 
passed at cards or in conversation 
with his fellow travelers, Green 
C. Hackworth, James C. Dunn, 
his two personal physicians. Dr. 
M. H. Perry, Lieutenant Com- 
mander J. R. Meyer, and others. 

"When we arrived in Moscow," 
Rowe said, "Major Klotz (Alexis 
Klotz, Wendell Willkie's co-pilot 
around the world) taxied to the 
south side of the field where the 
guard of honor was lined in re- 
view. The day was crisp, sky 
clear, grass seemed almost green. 

"We leaned out of the cockpit 
to watch V. M. Molotov, People's 
Commissar of Foreign Affairs; 
Colonel General F. I. Golikov, 
chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the Moscow City Soviet; 
Major General K. R. Simlov, com- 
mandant of the City of Moscow, 
and a host of others march to the 
plane to receive the Secretary of 
State. 

"Under the wing a long line of 
booted troops stood at attention. 
A band struck up "The Star 
Spangled Banner" and next a 
Russian anthem. 

"An officer gave a resounding 
speech of welcome, and midst the 
flash of camera bulbs and the 
grind of newsreel cameras, the 
secretarial party joined the Rus- 
sian party to review the troops 

"About five minutes later a Lib- 
erator disembarked the British 
Foreign Secretary, Anthony Eden, 
from England. We stood at atten- 
tion for the British national an- 
them while the reception was re- 
peated and got a glimpse of Eden 
reviewing the troops. 

"Flags of Great Britain, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union decorated the airdrome and 
policewomen were stationed at 
close intervals along Gorki Blvd. 
for seven miles into town. 

"Our home was the National 
Hotel in Moscow, across from the 
Kremlin. I threw my baggage in- 
to a comfortable double room on 
the fourth floor and went down- 
stairs to dinner. And what a din- 
ner — caviar, vodka, toast, cold 
smoked salmon, rice soup, baked 
sturgeon, wine, 'potatoes peas, rare 
roast beef, coffee and peach ;ce 
cream. 

"With dawn we looked out upon 
a city which is relaxing from the 
tension of war. Moscow still suf- 
fers'tout smiles. - :~ 

"Fear is gone, but war remains. 
You find it on the faces of people 
in the street — their seriousness 
and air of grim determination. 
Stores are empty, cars few and 
public transportation is seriously 
overtaxed. Long lines form at 
breadshops and restaurants in the 
morning and wounded soldiers 
back from the front are a com- j 
mon sight. ■ i 

"We spent 17 days sightseeing 
with the assistance of girls in the ' 
Intourist Bureau at the National j 
Hotel. They arranged for tours, j 
tickets, transportation and ac- j 
companied us everywhere we : 
wanted to go. j 

"Eugenia Perekrestova showed ' 
us the Park of Culture and Rest, i 
which has been turned over to a 
giant display of captured German 
equipment, guns, tanks and air- 
planes. 

"When the fall of Melitopol was 
announced, October 23, and a 
salute was fired in Moscow, I 
could understand tears of joy as 
spectators watched fireworks 
shower the sky above tne Kremlin. 

"With each burst of rockets 
came the boom of guns on the 
outskirts of the city. For an in- 
stant Red Square would be as

Church Federation 
Work Increased By 
New War Problems 



The Main Line Federation of 
Churches, which receives a large 
share of its income from funds 
raised in the United War Chest 
campaign, is engaged in a program 
of social service work in the com- 
munity which helps overcome the 
disruptive influences threatening 
family life. 

While the old problems of juve- 
nile delinquency, triangles, alcohol- 
ism and inadequate incomes for the 
physically and mentally handi- 
capped still confront the Federa- 
tion, it is also faced with new 
problems induced by the war. 
Many people have been helped 
with budgets, nutritional problems, 
meal planning and food buying. 

Trained social workers employ- 
ed by the Federation investigate 
cases and the advisory service of 
psychologists and psychiatrists is 
also available. The Federation, i 
through long experience, is able 
to make suggestions and provide 
assistance necessary to alleviate 
or overcome problems affecting 
the families and individuals who 
come to it for assistance. 

Last year, $29,000, or two-thirds 
of its income, was received by the 
Federation from funds raised bv 
the United War Chest and the 
Main Line Welfare Federation.

"I learned that Russians are 
living on black bread and cabbage 
soup. Several working in the em- 
bassy asked me for food and I 
felt sorry that our luxury was a 
manifestation of the old Russian 
custom — 'nothing is too good for 
the guest.' 

"With world problems settled," 
Rowe wrote, "weather became the 
final problem. We had snow and 
.uninterrupted daxi^of ... drizz^ 
rain,' cold arid low ceilings. Even- 
tually we had a weather confer- 
ence one morning before dawn 
and decided to go.
